PROHIBITIONS:

Pursuant to 36 CFR, Sec. 261.50(a) and (b), the following acts are prohibited on all areas, roads
and trails within the administrative boundaries of the Sawtooth National Forest. This order will
be in effect when signed and will remain in effect until further notice.

1. Possession of an alcoholic beverage (as defined by state law) in violation of State law.
36 CFR 261.58(bb)

2. Possessing, storing, or transporting any part of a tree or other plant as specified in the
order. For the purpose of this order, this restriction applies to any person who
possesses, stores or transports marijuana, as defined in Title 21, United States Code,
Section 802, paragraph 16, and the prohibitions contained in 21 USC 844(a).

3. Possessing a controlled substance, as defined by part B of the controlled substance Act
(21 USC section 812 to include any drug or other controlled substance, or other
immediate precursor included in schedules I, II, III, IV or V) and any associated
paraphernalia. 36 CFR 261.53(e)

4. Operating a motor vehicle on a road in violation of state law. 36 CFR 261.54(d)

5. Using a vehicle on a trail in violation of state law. 36 CFR 261.55(d)

6. Operating a vehicle carelessly, recklessly, or without regard for the rights or safety of
other persons or in a manner or of a speed that would endanger or be likely to endanger
any person or property. 36 CFR 261.54(f)

7. Parking or leaving a vehicle in violation of posted instructions. 36 CFR 261.58(g)

8. Operating or otherwise using a motorboat or any other type of vessel in violation of state
or federal law. 36CFR 261.58(n)

9. Being publicly nude. 36 CFR 261.58(j)

10. Entering any stream or body of water in violation of Idaho state law or county ordinance.
36 CFR 261.58(k)

11. Parking or leaving a vehicle outside a parking space assigned to one’s own camp unit.
36 CFR 261.58(h)
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EXEMPTIONS:

Pursuant to 36 CFR 261.50 (e) the following persons are exempt from this order:

1. Persons with a permit specifically exempting them from the effect of this Order.
2. Any Federal, State, or local officer, or member of an organized rescue or fire fighting
force in the performance of an official duty. '

AREA DESCRIBED:

The area, roads, and trails within the Administrative Boundaries of the Sawtooth National Forest.

PURPOSE:

The purpose of this order is to provide for public health, safety and resource protection.

IMPLEMENTATION:

This Order will be in effect when signed and shall remain in effect until further notice.

A Sawtooth National Forest map identifying the closure area can be viewed or purchased
from any Sawtooth National Forest office.

Any violation of this prohibition is punishable by a fine of not more than $5,000.00 for
individuals, and $10,000.00 for organizations and/or imprisonment for not more than six
(6) months. [Title 16 USC 551, Title 18 USC 3571(b)(6), Title 18 USC 3581 (b)(7)].
This Order supersedes any previous orders prohibiting the same acts covered by this
Order.
